SniTiB arvan'cement should be made by 
the Government with the Banka in this Province, 
whereby the men employed on the road might 
be able to get their monthly " vouchers’’ 
cashed. At pre.sent, the Banka will only take 
them for “ collection ; ’ and storekeepers look 
very suspicinasly at them, at least when pre- 
sented by men who may happen to be personally 
unknown to them. List week we heard of a 
case where one of the men lately engaged on the 
Carriok Range road offered the sum of fifteen 
shillings as consideration for cashing a voucher 
not much exceeding £10. This man was not 
locally well known, and wanted to leave without 
delay for some other job. The voucher was 
c.ashed, after repeated trials elsewhere, by one 
of our resident hotelkeepers ; the sum of four 
shillings only being deducted as discount. Oth-or 
cases there were where some of the other men 
engaged on the same rnail had their vouchers 
cashed forsiims not exceeding £10 ; the discounts 
varying, as the men h.ippened to be known nr 
unknown, from four to ten shillings. Surely 
this is not creditable to the Provin -i.al Govern- 
ment of Otago.

Efforts aro hi-iiig made to allav 
this evil in the Cromwell District liy the cim- 
strnctinn of the Carrick Water Race, ill the 
Clyde District hy that of the Chatto Creek, ami 
in the Alexandra Di.strict by that of tlie (Jorge 
Race, at a t.ital expenditure of n ,t leas than 
£20,000. All thosu races will opi-n np new 
grnundof proved siirif-ruis cinracter, to the 
extent of some hiinlre-’a of .acres " Speaking of 
the late dry season, Mr Siin|isnn goes on to say : 
— "Such cvei-icciirringdry sc.isoii.s, in a district 
like the Dunstan, sbonU cause attention to be 
tunicd to the procuring, by' mcohiuicir means, 



a supply of wntcr from Hie large rivers. Short, 
however, as the water supply lias been, the 
alluvial workings have contributed the great pro- 
portion of r.he gold ; and of those workings- 
those at a high e'evation, such aa the Nevis, 
have yieldo’l the most. In particular, the yiehl i 
at the Kevis his been greater thin for several 
years.’’ In Mr llavigtitoii’s summary of the 
various Wardens’ rep-irti, in speaking of the 
Water Supjily, he says 1 — " It will be seen fi'O’ii ' 
these extracts the absidute necessity which is 
fnlt by tbs officers in charge of mining districts 
for a largo extensio-i of the present svstem of 
water supply.” Wc also noi.ii-.u that the "Carrick 
Range Comp.iny’’ is one of six coinpanics which 
have applied for subsiilies, th-i amount asked for 
being £5000, and the “ l-’emaik" attache-l being, 
’’Plana and specific-itiniis not lodged.” The 
report of the Directors of the above-mentione!l 
Company, which wo publish in another place, 
will throw some light upon this " Eeinark.” 

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

The first regular meeting of the re-^con- 
stnicted Council was held in the Town-hall 
on Thursday evening. There were present 
—the Mayor, Mr Fraer, and Ooimcillors 
Dawkins, Grant, 'Wright, Shanly, ITayes, and 
Pierce. 

Before bringing the immediate business of 
the evening before the Cmiucil, the Mayur 
said that he deemed it necessary to make a 
few remarks before entering upon the duties 
which he and the other members of the Coun- 
cil had been chosen to fulfil. He could as- 
sure them that it gave him great pleasure to 
think that he had in some measure merited 
the esteem and confidence of lii.s fellow-citi- 
zens, when he was again returned to preside 
over the Council of the important Munici- 
pality of Cromwell. He was aware of the 
responsibility wlilcb rested upon him in fil- 
ling that office, and he would eiicleavour t-i 
maintain its dignity by conducting the dutic.s 
of- it on all occasions in a fair and iiiipartia' 
manner. In doing so, he trusted lie would 
have the hearty assistance and co-operation 
of the Coimcillor.s, so tliat the business of the 
town might be carried on in a profitable and 
satisfactory manner. Differences of opinion 
wiuikl no doubt exist on many subjects ; at 
leanf., he expected, nav he had almost said he 
hoped so. But he trusted those difi'erences 
would be expressed In a temperate and for- 
bearing manner ; and that one aim only 
would animate the Counnillnrs, — namely, the 
ivelfare and advancement of the town and 
district. With these few remarks, he would 
now direct the Council’s attention to several 
matters which he thought should have their 
earnest attention during the year. Amongst 
the various works which would be brought 
under their consideration were the following; 
— -A permanent water supply, (his Worship 
pointing out that the Ordinance passed dur- 
ing- the late session of the Provincial Council 
put the Corporation iu a position to prosecute 
this scheme to advantage); the permanent 
levels of the town ; the formation of the cross 
streets from Melmore-terra''e to the miiin- 
stvects on the flat ; the construction of Mel- 
mnre-street weatw-ard towards the Kawarau 
Gorge ; the settlement of that vexed ques- 
tion, Block IX ; the reclamation of the waste 
land on Blocks XIII, XIV, itc.. An. ; the 
improvement of the mail service ; and the 
estahlisliment of a District Court. These, 
he thought, were the most im]iortant local 
matters they would be required to deal with ; 
i but manv other important questions affecting 
the district, as well as the town, would crop 
up during their term of office, .and he trusted, 
when they did come before them, they would 
be discussed in a liberal and intelligent niaii- 
nor. He would conclude bv again expressing 
a hope that ail their discus.siims nonUl be 
conducted in a temperate and businesslike 
manner. 

Cr. Grant bad gre.at pleasure in liateniiig 
to the reinark.s which had fallen from his 
Worship on this occasi-m. He (Cr. Grant) 
concurred svith the siiirit of those remarks, 
j -and was sure that his Worship’s most e-arnest 
I desire was to benefit Cromwell, and to see it 
i flnuri.sh. He hoped that one and all would 
join heartily in carrying out those svorks 
which had been shadowed forth to them to- 
night. 

Cr. Grant was then proceeding to d'seuss 
the water scheme, hut the Mavor reminded 
him that it would hardly be in order 
to allow any discussion on tlie subject at the 
present stage of the business. A more fit- 
ting opportunity could be taken for doing so. 

Cr. Grant was anxious to proceed with the 
matter, characterising it aa the “great and 
grand” solieme they were chi-'fl'’ called upon 
[to deal with, when Cr. Dawkins vo.se to a 
1 point of order. Cr. Dawkins tli might it was 
1 quite competent for any Cimneiilor to make 
i a general expression of concuiTcnee, or other- 
!wise, with the introductory remarks made by 
i the Mavor ; but it was m-t iu order to dia- 
i cuss .at length one particular matter, 
i Cr. Gr.ant said he woiilcl bring the question 
: of water .simply on at s«ime future time, 
j Cr. Shanly, as one of the new ComiciHors,

FIRE AT CARRICKTON. 

An official inquiry into the circuiii stances 
attending the fire which happened at Carriek- 
toii on Friday evening, the 8th inst,, was 
made by tlie District Coroner, Dr Corse, on 
Tuesday, 12th inat. The inquiry was held 
at Mr Tliomas Horrigan’s Star ot the West 
Hotel. Seven or eight witnesses in all were 
examined ; and the close scrutiny to which 
all the circumstances in connection with the 
case was subjected may be inferred from the 
fact that tlie Coroner and jury were engaged 
upon the matter from 1 p.m. till 12 at mid- 
night. Our space precludes us from giving 
; any detailed account of the inquiry, but 
: amongst the facts elicited may be mentioned 
the following. It appears that 'Mr Alfred 
! Short (who was to have taken possession the 
I next day) took a look round tlie premises a 
j very short time before they were discovered 
j to be in flames. He, in company with a few 
j others, had been passing the time in Mr 
I Horrigan’s Hotel, but had been disturbed by 
the persistent barking of a. dog which Mr 
Horrigan keeps at the rear ot liis building. 
Finding no one about the ]ilace, Mr Short 
returned to Mr Horrigan's Hotel, but had 
not been there many minutes till the alarm 
of fire was given. Mr Short, aided by several 
living in the neighbourhood, rushed to the 
! building with a view of extinguishing the 
J flames or of saving something from destruc- 
tion, but it was at once seen that all efforts 
in tliat direction would be entirely useless. 
As there was a general impression that the 
fire was the work of an incendiary, a number 
of those preaent commenced a search up and 
down the adjoining gullies, but as may easily 
be imagined, with no successful result. It 
was also stated at the inqii est that on a search 
being made next day, several freali and un- 
used matches were found in an outhouse very 
-closely adjoining tho p.nvt of the premis'-s 
I which was first discovered (n be on fire.
